A Rang of extremists armed with Rons, country bomhs, 
spears and axes committed a dacoily in village Bathupmam 
on the night ol’ 24th March, 1969 and looted property forth 
Rs. 40.000. Shri L, J, Patrudu. Inspector of Police, pio- 
cecded to the village to apprehend the gang, who, however, 
absconded to the nearby hills, Shri Patrudu organised his 
police force, into two parties which combed the hills for the 
dacoits. The search continued for six days. On 30th March 
1969, Shri Patrudu was informed that the dacoits wcr c hid- 


ing at the top of a hill called Kctpasiajoro. The police party 
reached the foot of the hill at about 4.00 a.m. When the 
party was going up the hill, one of the dacoits noticed them 
and hurled a country bomb at then), Shri Patrudu was lead- 
ing the police party. He raised his hand to protect his face 
but received a grievous injury to his hand which was badly 
damaged and bled profusely. Without caring for his injury 
Shri Patrudu continued to direct the operations, opened fire 
on tho dacoits and captured one of them. 

Shri L. J. Patrudu showed exemplary leadership and 
courage.

On the night 
of 26th May. 1969, information was received that the dacoits 
were hiding in the Pathakota hills. Shri Satyanarayana- 
murthy proceeded there and searched the area but without 
any result. When the police party was returning at about 
3.00 a.m. on the 27th May, a gang of about 30 persons 
armed with guns, spears and country bombs attacked them. 
The police called on the dacoits to surrender but they paid 
no heed. On the contrary they hurled a bomb at the police 
party. They also fired on the police and advanced to sur- 
round them. Shri Satyanarayanamurthy remained calm and 
directed his men to fire on the dacoits, seven of whom were 
killed. The other dacoits ran away leaving behind some 
arms and ammunition. 

Shri Y. V. V. Satyanarayanamurthy displayed leadership 
and courage of a high order.

In utter dis- 
regard of the heavy enemy fire he proceeded swiftly towards 
the front positions of the hostiles across an open area, firing 
with his rifle and urging his companions to follow him.

Shri Quinn then evacuated the Security Com- 
missioner who had been incapacitated by enemy fire and was 
unable to move out of the vehicle. 

The leadership and gallantry displayed by Shri T. J. Quinn 
were instrumental in extricating the police party from •, 
dangerous situation.
